THERE was littie it any improvement in 
the President's condition yesterday. His 
stomach refuses to perform its functions, 
nourishment has to be administered by in- 
jection, and the pulse continues to beat with 


~alarming rapidity. ‘There is gloom at 


the Capital. The Cabinet officers dread 
the worst, and the physicians have 
not felt justified in saying . anything 
which might lead to hope. The only favora- 
ble symptoms, if such they could be called, 
manifested themselves last evening, when 
there was a slight decrease in the pulse and 
a slight rise in the temperature. These are 
regarded by the physicians as favorable, 
under the circumstances. 


PARTLY clondy weather, with local rains, 
warm southerly winds, followed by colder 
northwest winds, for this region to-day.

A. D. WHEELOCK, the absconding clerk of 
Walcott & Co., the New York bankers, who 
robbed his employers of $50,000 worth of 
securities, was arrested yesterday at London 
on board the steamer Neckar. 


Tue Temperanée bill, which was reported 
on favorably by a Special committee of the 
Georgia State Senate, was rejected by that 
body yesterday by a vote of 20 to 10. Twen- 


ty-three votes were necessary to its passage. 


The temperance cause does not seem to make 
much progress in the South.

Tue Orangemen of Liverpool and vicinity 
have enlisted 400 laborers to reap and harvest 
the crops in. “boycotted” districts of Ire- 
land. Sixty of the enlisted persons left En- 
gland for Dublin yesterday. Before the 400 
have arrived the “boycotters” may be able 
to reap the harvest for the benefit of the 
evicted. 


In the audience which the Emperor of 
Germany had with Minister White yesterday 
the Emperor expressed a wish that the rela- 
tions between Germany and America may 
continue as kindly as they have been since 
the time of Frederick the Great,—that is, 
since the United States became an independ- 
ent Power. 


VICE-PRESIDENT ARTHUR remains at his 
home in New York, where he hourly re- 
ceives telegrams regarding the President’s 
condition. He said last night he had not 
been summoned to Washington, and would 
not go until summoned. He was visited last 
night by Gen. Grant, ex-Senator Conkling, 
and other friends. 


Two AMERICANS were assasinated near 
Mexico, recently. Two persons 
were arrested on suspicion of being their 
murderers, but were shot dead while at- 
tempting to escape. This mode of punish- 
ing the rufflans will have much more effect 
in preventing assasination than executions 
after a prolonged trial. 


Tue regular Banger express-train on the 
St. John & Maine Railroad, with the Sunday- 
school picnic train of St. David's Church, St. 
John, N. B., attached, was run into by a con- 
struction-traln yesterday about three miles 
from St. John. and a number of cars were 
thrown from the track. One man was killed 
and several persons were hurt.

Arter the Irish Land bill had passed the 
House of Lords yesterday the assembled 
Peers engaged in mutual congratulations 
that the *trpuble between them and the Com- 
mons, whith threatened disastrously, had 
passed off harmlesly, and were probably not 
a little delighted that the Land bill was not a 
more radical measure than it is.

=A COMMITTEE of American gentlemen has 
obtained permission to place in the great 
west window of the Church of St. Margaret, 
Westminster, a memorial of Sir Walter Kal- 
eigh. A memorialto William Caxton, En- 
gland's first printer, will be placed in the 
window over the door of the same church, 
which is now undergoing restoration. 


Ir is now believed that about 40,000 troops, 
of which 30, 00 are militia, will participate 
in the military demonstration in commem- 
oration of the surrender at Yorktown. The 
Governors of most of the States with their 
staffs will be in attendance, and a building 
for their accommodation is in course of con- 
struction The celebration bids fair to bea 
success worthy of the occasion.

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BisMARCK and Windhorst, the German Ul- 
tramontane leader, are believed to have con- 
cluded an alliance which will give Bismarck 
a majority in the next Reichstag, and by 
which the May laws against the Catholics 
will cease to exist. The Pope has written an 
autograph letter to Emperor William thank- 
ing him for the appointment ot Dr. Korum 
as Bishop of Treves. 


BismARcK is now in Berlin, where he in- 
tends remaining for the week, after which 
he will leave for Varsein, where he will stay 
for some months. He has already had con- 
ferences with different Ministers, and ex- 
pects during his stay in Berlin that a day for 
the election of members of the Reichstag 
may be fixed and some conclusion arrived at 
with regard to the Church and other ques- 
tions. 


Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, not- 
withstanding reports to the contrary, will 
not resign as long as the Coercion bill is in 
force. Forster apparently enjoys trouble. 
He has had plenty of it during the past year, 
and is likely to have a great deal more of it. 
The Parnellites have pummeled him un- 
mercifully, and their shillelas are yet 
raised over his head. 

On Monday 700 men paraded the streets of 
Stettin, Germany, uttering anti-Jewish cries. 
There were no troops in the town owing to’ 
inilitary manéuvres now taking place in 
Germany, and much anxiety was evinced. 
About forty of the ringleaders were arrested. 
During a recent anti-Jewish riot in a Pome- 
ranian town property worth 150,000 marks was 
destroyed, and the municipality must now 
indemnify the owners.

He denounced the interrupters as “a hand- 
ful of fanatics,” and as cowards, paid to act 
as they did. He charged them with went- 
ing to stifle discussion, because they were 
unable to reply.

JUDGE PorreR, of the Washington Coun- 
ty (Rhode Island) Court, said yesterday that 
he would fix an early day for the trial of the 
Sprague divorce case. He said also that he 
would expunge the bill of particulars filed 
by Mrs. Sprague and make the petition con- 
form to the usual methods pursued in the 
courts where the petitioner alleges only in 
generalifies. He further intimated that the 
trial would take place in private if evidence 
of an indecent nature was to be adduced. 


Ex-SENATOR CONKLING stated to an As- 
sociated Press reporter yesterday that he 
thought the country was passing through 
the most dangerous crisis in its history, and 
that the President’s death would: be one of 
the most dangerous things which could hap- 
pen it. He said he did intend to leave 
New York should the Pi tgrow worse, 
unless to offer his services to the bereaved 
family of the President. He considers the 
condition of Mr. Garfield extremely critical.

INDIAN-INSPECTOR HAWORTH, who was 
directed to investigate the alleged troubles 
between Agent Eastman and the Navajo 
Indians, telegraphed from Santa Fé, N. M., 
Monday, that all was quiet among the In- 
dians, and that good feeling prevailed at the 
Agency. The Bannock and Shoshone In- 
dians have consented to permit the Utah & 
Northern Railroad to run its tracks through 
a strip of their reservations, aggregating 772 
acres. The railroad company will pay $6,000 
to the Indians for the strip in question. 


INDIAN-AGENT TIFFANY, at the San Car- 
los Agency, Arizona, apprehends trouble 
with the White Mountain Indians, the San- 
tos, and the San Carlos Indians, who are 
growing restive and quarrelsome under the 
influence of the medicine men.“ Arms and 
some troops have been sent to Tiffany, and 
the Indian Agents at ether points in Arizona 
have been instructed to be in readiness to 
meet the machinations of the medicine men 
or the attacks of the redskins. The Apaches 
are also reported to be advancing Arizona-

Wurm TANDREL, the son of a section 
boss residing near Pekin, III., was the victim 
of afiendish outrage yesterday. While the 
boy was digging potatoes in his father’s gar- 
den he was approached by a well-dressed 
man, who, on the boy’s failing to give him 
any money, tied the boy to the railroad 
track for the purpose of scaring him. About 
the time the tying was completed a train 
came along. The desperado tried to unloose 
Tandrel, but did not succeed. The cow- 
catcheg struck the unfortunate youth, knock- 
ing him senseless and breaking his ribs. The 
fiend has not been arrested. 


A MOUNTAIN south of the south fork of 
the Clearwater, and about twenty miles east 
of Mount Idaho, and seventy-five miles from 
Lewiston, in Idaho Territory, has been in a 
state of eruption since the 9th inst. Columns 
of fire and smoke several #undred feet in 
hight have issued forth, and rocks which 
fell several miles from the place of eruption 
have been belched forth. The volcano when 
in action is distintly visible from the Camas 
Prairie. Evidence of former volcanic action 
exist in many places in the immediate vicin- 
ity. Nobody has yet attempted to approach 
the scene of the eruption. 


Tue Apache Indians are again on the war- 


path in New Mexico, and are committing f 


fearful depredations. It is reported, but the 
report lacks confirmation, that Prof. Porter, 
Prof. Frank C. Snow, Prof. Herbert S. Smith, 
all of the Kansas State University, a son of 
Prof. Snow, and Lewis L. Dyche, a student, 
formerly a resident of Auburn, Kas., fell 
into the hands of the redskins while making 
collections of specimens at Water Cajion, 
N. M., recently. The bodies of two men 
were found by troops at a ranche about forty 
miles from McCauley Station some days ago. 
The troops are scouring the country in the 
vicinity in search of the red fiends. 


REPORTS received at fe Agricultural De- 
partment in Washington up to the ist of 
this month indicate that the spring wheat 
crop of this year will be fully equal to that of 
1879, and only 7 per cent inferior to that of 
last year. There will bea heavy falling off 
in the yield of Illinois and Lowa, and a slight 
falling off in Minnesota, Nebraska, and Cali- 
fornia, while in Wisconsin and in the New 
England States there are good prospects of 
an increased yield. The tobacco crop is not 
quite so good as that of last year. In the 
North and Middle Atlantic States the 
crop was reported better than that of 
last year; also in Wisconsin, while 
in Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee 
it was suffering from drought. - The 
condition of the corn crop iss not as promis- 
ing as it was last month, and will not be 
nearly so good as it wasa yearago. The 
best reports have been from Wisconsin and 
Nebraska, and the worst from South Caro- 
line, Kansas, Louisiana, and Tennessee. 


As WAS anticipated, the House of Lords 
accepted the Irish Land bill as it passed 
through the Commons Monday night, and 
that much-debated, much-agitated-for, and 
much-am ended measure now only wants the 
Queen’s signature to be the law of the land. 
The Lords are generally accounted wise in 
accepting escape from an ugly dilema 
through the way made for them by Mr. Glad- 
stone. Lord Salisbury, in a speech in the 
Lords last night, tried to make it appear that 
the hereditary legislators had triumphed 
over the Commons, which, he said, had re- 
moved the most dangerous excrescence of 
the bill,” yet he did not conceal his 
annoyance that the bill should become 
law in any shape. The attitude of 
the Whig. Peers Lansdowne, Argyll, 
| Emly, and others is rather humiliating. 
Their amendments were treated with even

His 
pulse is reported this morning not only less 
frequent, but more firm.

Private Secretary Brown came from the 
surgeons’ room a tew moments ago and re- 
ported that the President was then sleeping. 
No morphia has yet been injected, and there 
has been no report of nausea since 3 a. m. 
Two enemata have been successfuliy admin- 
istered since mfünight. Secretary Brown 
says the morning dressing showed that the 
wound was in a perfectly healthy condition. 

12:15 P. M. 

Dr. Bliss entered the Executive Mansion a 
few moments ago to attend the noon ex- 
amination. On being approached by a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press, he said in 
a general way that he considered the patient 
better than yesterday, whereupon the fol- 
lowing dialog ensued: 

Reporter—‘“‘ Well, Doctor, what are the 
real chances?“ 

Bliss— The chances are indefinit. I have 
not seen the patient for an hour or so, but 
he was better than yesterday when 1 last 
saw him, and, of course, we take encour- 
agement from that.“ 

Reporter—“* The midday examination will 
be very important, will it not?“ 

Bliss—“ O yes. For instance, if the tem- 
perature should fall much below the normal 
point, the case would look quite badly, par- 
ticularly so if the pulse should rise.“ 

Reporter Do you expect this? 

Bliss—“ No, we do not; but of course we 
cannot predict with any degree of certainty 
what will be the result.“ 

Reporter—* You do not give up the case, 
then?” 

Bliss (emphatically)—“ No, no; we do not 
give it up.” 

Reporter“ Have any intimations been 
given the family to prepare for the worst? 

Bliss—“ No, sir. It hasn't come to that.” 

The Doctor then proceeded to the sick- 
chamber, appearing perfectly calm and com- 
posed.

The extreme quiet 
witich pervades the mansion, even in the 
offices occupied by the clerical force, is most 
apprehensive.

The most sanguine are apparently 
fast losing hope, and callers may be seen 
leaving the mansion with a look of despair 
upon their countenances.

AN EAGER. POPULACE. 

Special Dispatch to 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—Men looked 
eagerly to the flag-post this morning, and 
breathed a sigh of relief when no ensign was 
to be seen at half-mast. The news given the 
public late last night was not of a nature to 
reassure the country in regard to the condi- 
tion of the President, and the first thought in 
every man’s mind to-day was directed to- 
ward the Executive Mansion, where at an 
early hour an expectant, patient crowd, quite 
as large as the one that gathered there on the 
Sabbath day succeeding the assasina- 
tion, awaited for the physicians’ an- 


nouncement of the President's con- 


dition. It was after 9 o’clock when 
a mounted orderly brought the first bulletin 
from the mansion, and the crowd listened 
with bated breath while the paper was read 
to them by one of their number,—a burly 
butcher, with white clothes and an uncom- 
monly loud voice. The bulletin said the 
President had passed 
A RESTLESS NIGHT, 
vomiting at intervals, and had not slept till 3 
in the morning. The crowd dispersed with 
gioomy faces and sad forebodings for the 
next word that should come to them. 
Washington is not an early-rising city. 
The wheels of government start at 
9 o'clock, and the Department clerks 
leave the streets before that hour 
to the birds and newsboys. To-day, however, 
the broad avenues began to fillatan early 
hour, and on almost every corner in the 
neighborhood of the White House large 
groups were congregated discussing the 
probable chances of the President to fight 
his way through the peril that surrounded 
him. With the morning bulletin in a hun- 
dred shop windows and posted high on the 
great elm tree in front of the mansion, it was 
known that he.had passed through 
THE EARLY HOURS OF MORNING, 

when the system is at its lowest and least 
able to resist disease; but his condition re- 
mained extremely critical. Soon after the 
morning examinations Drs. Agnew and 
Woodward emerged from the White House, 
and. conversing earnestly, the two surgeons 
spent nearly an hour together on the lawn 
under the great shade trees. The crowd 
peeped eagerly at them. “Will he die?” 
“Has he a chance for living?’ were ques- 
tions eagerly asked by reporters. The two 
surgeons were reticent and evasive. No one

THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW OF DEATH.

Itis not possible at this hour to write a con- 
nected story of this terrible day. Something 
of the excitement and of the intense interest 


may be learned from the following notes of

7:30 A. . 

The President still lives, and Aa 
are cherished that he will yet recover. The 
trouble is entirely with the stoniach. If its 
powers are not gone, recovery is yet possible. 
The President passed a comfértable night, 
except that he was troubled by retching about 
4o’clock this morning. He slept well, and 
without the aid of morphia. Dr. Ellis Bliss 
says the physicians have been troubled by 
his stomach from the beginning, and have 
from the first treated it with greatcare. If 
it can have a rest now by the administration 
of nourishment by injection it may possibly 
be able to resume its functions before the ex- 
haustion gets too great to be overcome. The 
pulse at this hour is said to be about 110, and 
slightly better in quality.

COMPLETELY BROKEN DOWN. 

The physicians tried to coax it to retain 
something early this morning, but it refused 
even lime water,—something given to infants 
to correct stomachic disturbances. In view 
of this, the confident assertidms of Dr. 
Bliss that nothing but a miracle 
could prevent the President’s recovery 
seem very strange. When the doctors 
were giving to the public their rose-colored 
opinions the President's stomach was in a 
weak condition. Those who had lived near 
him all his life knew then as weil as now that 
his stomach was easily irritated, and even 
capricious. Nevertheless they- gave him 
coffee and an onion and vinegar. It is per- 
fectly evident that they had not taken the 
stomach into consideration at all. They 
were looking only at the wound, and the 
wound was undoubtedly in good condition. 
There is no doubt that the wound is in good 
condition. To-night there has been 
NO HINDRANCE TO THE HEALING PROCESS 
going on, except that which has answer from 
the physical weakness occasioned by the 
debility of the stomach. Al night the Pres- 
ident was disturbed by a horrible retching. 
He did not throw up anythme. ‘There was 

thing to throw up. He retched and grew 

er. The temperature grew low and the 
pulse ran higher, or, what was still more 
dangerous, fluctuated. It was 110 at the 
morning dressing, 126 later, and 114 at noon. 
No progress was made toning up 
the stomach, and toning up the 
stomach was the essential condition 
precedent to recovery. The injections had 
been retained, but the question whether the 
injection of food would furnish sufficie nt 
strength to contend against the wound is a 
most important question. One physician 
advances the theory that, as the system is 
occupied elsewhere in building up the 
stomach, it will 
NO LONGER STORE UP PUS 
to be discharged, and, therefore, there will 
be no call on the body for any such powers 
as have heretofore been demanded,—in other 
words, that the system, being interested in 
another quarter, would neglect the storing 
of pus. This theory, however, cannot 
overcome the fact that the stomach 
has not made a bit of progress towards re- 
covery. It is still unable to retain nourish- 
ment, and, as long as that is so, so Jong will 
it be impossible to pronounce the President 
out of extreme danger. if there has been 
any change whatever during the day, it has 
been for the better. The hopelesness of the 
case at noon was in the fact that the pulse 
and temperature were going in different 
directions.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Gia Tribune. 
Wasuinecnon, D. C., Aug. 16.—The 
scenes about the White House during 
the day and evening have been like those 
which attended the first days of the shoot 
ing. The crowds at the gate presented an 
almost unbroken mass during a considerable 
portion of the day, and were only compelled 
by the heat of the sun to seek shadier places 
along the railing.

The iron gates 
were guarded by a single policeman, yet 
there was no pressure from the crowd to en- 
ter where they were unbidden. The waiting 
multitude kept patient, vigilant, and eagerly 
questioned any one who came from the 
groundsfor .

He did not say, however, that after 
the noon dressing the experiment was made 
of again testing the President’s stomach by 
a very small amount of liquid nourishment. 
One of the other attending physicians has 
since said that that was the case, This nour- 
ishment was given shortly defore 2 o’clock. 
It does not appear 

HOW LONG IT WAS RETAINED, 

but, as the bulletin says that he vomited 
once during the afternoon, it seems pretty 
certain.that the test was unsuccessful, that 
the nourishment was rejected before the 
dressing of the wound, and that the attempt 
has shown that the stomach still refuses to 
perform its functions. In view of this fact, 
therefore, it will be wise for the public not 
to become too.pueyant lest the false hope 
afforded by the apparently trifling improve- 
ment indicated by the evening bulletin 
should again cause bitter disappointment. 
The fact that the President vomited once 
during the afternoon, when he had taken 
nothing but water and possibly a teaspoonful 
of liquid food, shows that it is by no means 
certain that his stomach will resume its 
natural functions. 

IT 18 THE PURPOSE OF THE PHYSICIANS, 
however, now to give the stomach an en- 
forced rest for perhaps forty-eight hours, 
sustaining him meanwhile by injections of 
nourishment. One fact noticed in the ante- 
room to-night as very significant. Prior to 
the evening bulletin there was not a 
member of the White House housenold 
who was not despondent. All dreaded 
the time for the evening bulletin, and they 
awaited it with eager interest.

Mrs. Garfield, how- 
ever, almost alone of the President’s ho use

HEROIC COURAGE 

for which she has deen noted. Toa lady 
friend alarmed at the exciting reports cur- 
rent in the city who called upon her this 
afternoon, Mrs. Garfield said that she by no 
means had lost hope; that she had expected 
such action of the stomach; that the phy- 
sicians were agreed that this was due to the 
stomach itself solely, and was not caused by 
the wound; and that for this reason she still 
maintained her faith that the President would 
recover. The brightest spot in all that 
household to-day has been the sublime cour- 
age and marvelous fortitude and wondertul 
hope of this very romarkable woman. Yes- 
terday for a while she was cast down, and, 
outside of the sick chamber, did not attempt 
to control the great grief which weighed 
upon her. Inthe sick room, however, there 
was only goedcheer in ber smile and heal- 
ing in her touch. The other members of the 
President's hottsehold were not so well able 
to restrain their emotions, and some of the 
younger members went about with swollen 
eyes, Showing how great was their grief. 


THE DOCTORS. 
ENOOURAGEMENT.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14--At 5 o’clock 
this afternoon Dr. Bliss said. You may say 
this: the President has made progress to- 
day,—favorable progress. There has been 
no yomiting since 3 o’clock this morning.

“The President looks better. There is 
hope in the bulletin this evening,” said Dr. 
Bliss as he entered the Executive office, 
handed the bulletin to Private-Secretary 
Brown, and remained a moment to answer 
the vast number of questions which members 
of the Cabinet, Justices of the Supreme 
Court, and representatives of the press ad- 
dressed to him. The bulletin, which had 
been somewhat delayed, was as follows: 
“The President's symptoms are still grave, 
yet he seems to have lost no ground 
during the day, and his condition on 
the whole is rather better than yester- 
day. He has vomited but once during 
the afternoon. The enemas are retained. 
At present his pulse is 120, temperature 98.9, 
respiration 10.“ 

What was the cause of the vomiting, 
Doctor?“ he was asked. 

He answered: It was occasioned by 
shifting the President from his back to his 
side. 

THE MATTER EXPELLED 
was entirely water, of which he had partaken

HOPED FORTHE PRESIDENT’S RECOVERY. 
He was to have left town early last week, but 
determined on Sunday, the 7th inst., not to 
be away from Washington until the danger 
or the crisis bad passed, He has stated to a 
friend within a few hours that on Thurs- 
day last he lost most of the faint hope 
that had lingered with him.

BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


Its Resulte—Gold Certificates Advo- 
cated—Secret Steps Taken to Have 
the War-Taxes Abolished. 


accomplished. by the Convention of the 
American Bankers’ Association, which has 
just brought its labors to a close, in reality 
the gathering has been undoubtedly pro- 
ductive of much good to the banking inter- 
est of the country. 

Viewing the Convention, however, in the 
practical light of what it has accomplished, 
there is certainly room for argument as to its 
usefulness. The majority of the papers 
which have been read no one will deny were 
full of interest to the localities to which they 
referred, but the value of them to the Nation 
at large it must be admitted was small. 
Without being invidious one might place in 
the category of such papers those which re- 
ferred to the lumber trade in Michigan, the 
water power of Niagara, the progress of 
Buffalo, and a few others of equally local 
tenor. Again, almost without exception, the 
papers were so long that the reading of them 
deprived the delegates of the opportunity of 
discussing questions of vital interest to 
themselves. ‘The country, however, has to 
thank the Convention for two things: it was 
the means of giving to the public Secretary 
Windom's clear and concise summary of the 
operations of the Treasury in connection with 
the National debt since the present Adminis- 
tration came into power, and it also brought 
forth an able paper on banking and the cur- 
rency of the country from John J. Knox, 
Controller of the Treasury. 

There were two other results of the meet- 
ing which, if they are put into effect, it is 
thought will prove beneficial to the banking 
community at least. The first of these was 

ado of a resolution requesti the 
Secretary of the Treasury, upon the deposit 
of gold coin or builion in any of the Sub- 
Treasuries in sums of not less than $100, to 
issue certificates therefor. The request is 
made simply as a matter of convenience, 
and not with the idea of increasing the paper 
circulation. At present tons of gold are 
moved daily in New York in adjusting bal- 
ances, the object is to do away with this 
necessity by the transfer of deposit certifi- 
cates. It is also contemplated, should the 
Secretary of the Treasury comply with the 
request of the Con vention, to use the certifi- 
cates as a means of transportingjgold. They 
can be sent through the mail at the cost 


1 of postage, while the transmission of coin by 


express is not only costly, but inconvenient. 
he second point gained was the adding to 
the constitution of the Association a pro- 
vision which it is believed will protect 
bankers all over the country from fraud, 
theft, and robbery. Itis proposed that when 
a confidence man. for instance, succeeds in 
defrauding a bank, full particulars, of the 
fraud, together with a description of the 
perpetrator and his methods shali be for- 
warded to the Secretary in New York. It is 
to be the duty of that official to forward a 
synopsis of the report to every bank in the 
country, at the same time concealing the 
name of the institution defrauded. Three 
officers are to be appointed, the Pinkerton 
agency was suggested, to investigate all 
crimes, and when detection ensues no con- 
promise is to be permitted, whether the 
offender be a common burglar or a man 
having political and social influence. 
Although, as has already been said, the 
work of the Convention on its face has not 
amounted to a great deal in practical result, 
much has been done by the Executive Coun- 
cil which its members assert will go far to- 
ward accomplishing the most cherished 
wishes of the bankers of the country. The 
Executive Council was, during the days of 
the Convention, in almost constant session, 
and its proceedings were surrounded with 
t secrecy. The Convention was regarded 
y the active workers of the Association 
more as a social than a business meeting, and 
care was taken to allow noth to go before 
it but that which had been fully considered 
by the Executive Council. Bankers hold 
widely different views on financial 
questions, and it was felt safer to 
smother discussion on certain points 
rather than to take the chance of the 
utterance of some ill-considered words in 
‘be Convention which might subsequently 
used to the disadvantage of the Associa- 
tion. It was for this reason probably that 
the all-important question of bank taxation 
was not discussed in the open meeting, but 
every member of the Convention knew that 
the Executive Council had matter in 
hand, and that if was talked over in ail its 
as in its secret session. 
hat portion of Mr. Hague’s address on 
Canadian bank which referred to the pol- 
icy of the Dominion Government in making 
bank practically free was warmly ap- 
plauded, as it was just what the members of 
the Convention desired in this country. The 
Canadian Government, Mr. Hague said, had 
been convinced that by taxing bank capital it 
burdened trade, hampered manufactures, and 
injured its own revenue. However, the ques- 
tion was not discussed in the Convention, the 
delegates feeling that their interests were 
safe in the hands of the Council. Another 
sublect which was not discussed in the Con- 
vention was the question about the expiring 
bank charters. The majority of them have 
only about one year to run, and it is highly 
important and some plan of legislation 
should be adopted whereby the business of 
the banks may be continued without impedi- 
ment. A general act is suggested which will 
enable them to avoid the necessity of closing 
up their books and reopen others on a 
new basis. Much time of the Executive 
Council was spent in discussing the method, 
but with what result will not be known

Tun financial affairs of the State of Nevada 


‘| are going from bad to worse. The valuation 


of taxable property for State purposes was 


$28,000,000 in 1878, $29,200,000 in 1879, and 


$27,500,000 in 1880. The rate of taxation for 
State purposes alone in 1879 was 55 cents on 
the $100, and in 1880 it was 9 cents. Only 
two other States in the Union have as high a 
rate as 70 ts. The levy yielded only 
$248,980, which fell short of meeting the re- 
quirements of the State. The debt is about 
half a million, and bears 0}¢ per eent inter- 
est. Receipts from all sources for the year 
ended June 30, 1880, were $386,221. The Gov- 
ernment is conducted on a most extravagant 
scale. The Governor is paid $6,000 6 year, 
three Supreme Judges $7,000 each, the 
Lieutenant-Governor $3,600, and five other 
State officers the same. Nevada has the 
smallest population, and by the new census 
shows the lowest rate of increase of any 
State in the Union. Her mines are being 
rapidly exhausted; she has no agricultural 
resources, and no future of any kind. Polit- 
ically the State is a rotten borough, Rapidiy 
approaching bankruptcy may induce the 
people to consider favorably a proposition to 
surrender their rights as a State, and permit 
the worthless country to lapse again into a 
Territorial Government.

At this hour of writing almost everybody 
has abandoned hope of the President’s re- 
covery, including his physicians and his 
Cabinet. The announcement of his death, if 
it shall come, will not be so much of a shock 
as the first news of a wound that was then 
sypposed to be fatal. The public mind has 
been prepared almost all the time for just 
such a erisis as that which came on Monday, 
potwithstanding the hopeful pulletins of the 
attending physicians. But his death at this 
time will be sadder and more heartrending, 
if possible, than if the assasin’s bullet had 
done its work instantly. The heroism of a 
protracted struggle for life has been added 
to Garfieid’s claims upon the admiration and 
love of the American people, and his death 
Will take away the only compensation that 
could have been rendered to him, his family, 
and his eountry for the eourage that earried 
him through six weeks of suffering, which 
was a thousand times harder physically than 
the pangs of final dissolution. There is a 
feeling that this man has bravely earned 
a right to live, and his death seems more 
cruel to-day than it would have been shortly 
after he was struck down. 

If Garfield dead should have no other claim 

to martyrdom, and he has many other claims, 
the will-power, the pluck, and the endurance 
which he has exhibited throughout his pros- 
tration would be enough to glorify him inthe 
annals of American history. There was 
never ap uglier wound where a man lived 
than Guiteau’s pisto! inflicted, The ball 
from this bulldog revolver was almost as 
large as a rifle-ball; it was fired at the dis- 
tance of a few feet; it shattered one of his 
ribs and lacerated the liver, then lodged 
somewhere close to the intestines, where it 
has remained to fester and poison the sys- 
tem. The wounds inflicted by the surgeons 
to provide an escape for the pus have been 
such as would shock and prostrate a man of 
average strength and endurance. A single 
drop of this pus passing through the new cut 
in Garheld’s body was sufficient to make Dr. 
Bliss sick and swell his hand and arm when 
it came in contact with a scratch on his 
hand, and this tame poisonous stuff 
has been oozing from the patient 
in large quantities during more than five 
weeks, The weather in Washington during 
all of this time has been of the most trying 
character,—hot to a degree that prost rated 
many people in full health, A number of 
persons employed in and about the White 
House during the same period have suc- 
cumbed to the malarial influences that sur- 
round it. Garfield himself was not well pre- 
pared to sustainashock. His stomach had 
long been in a disordered condition. He 
came out of the army with a chronic 
diarrhea which was never permanently 
cured, The unprecedented worry he had 
gone through during the campaign and the 
first four months of his Administration had 
affected his liver and retar digestion. 
This trouble had been noticed. by bis family 
and his friends. All the conditions from the 
very first were about as unfavorable as they 
eould have been, ahd such as almost to pre- 
clude all genuine hope of his recovery. 

And yet Garfield, whenever in the full pos- 
session of his mental faculties, has never 
once given up to despondency. Had he 
done so he would have died weeks ago. He 
has looked the crisis squarely in the face. 
He has felt ita duty toAive,—a duty to his 
mother, his wife, his-children. and his coun- 
try. It was this thought that sustained and 
animated him. He has been brave even to 
the point of cheerfulness. He has been con- 
siderate at all times of the weli-being and 
feelings of his family. He has been ready 
te meet and endure any treatment which 
was believed to be necessary to assist Nature 
in the effort at recovery. After he had asked 
whether it was worth while te struggle, and 
was assured there was a chance, he aban- 
doned neither hope nor effort to that end, 
It was through no fear of death nor selfish 
love of living that he has made tiris stubborn 
fight, but from the highest sense of man- 
hood, Living or dead, he will be one of the 
grandest men of American history and of his 
time,

In the address of Mr. Controller Knox, 
delivered before the Bankers’ Convention 
recently held at Niagara Falls, he gave much 
information concerning the business of the 
country, not only as to the amount of money 
in the country, but also as to ite uses in the 
business transactions of the Government and 
of the people, He stated that on the Ist of 
May, 1881, the total amount of coin and 
paper curreney in the country was §1,420,- 
510,850, distributed as follows:

Of this there were of gold $164,357, 154 in 
the Treasury, $114,547,842 in the National 
banks, and $19,102,150 of gold and silver in 
the State banks. The Treasury held §88,- 
402,030 of silver coin. Of all kinds af cur- 
reney there were §$273,370,519 in the Treas- 
ury, $223,744,083 in the National banks, $44,- 
930,924 in the State banks, and $17,002,480 in 
the savings-banks. Outside of these depos- 
itories, there were in the hands of the people 
at the same date: 


atal $571,382, 

It will be seen that outside of the banks 
the people hold more than four-sevenths 
of the whole currency in the country. Of 
the whole paper money, the banks and the 
Treasury held only 6166, 000, 000, while there 
was in the hands of the people the large 
amount of $572,000,000. 

The total deposits of the banks and bank- 
ers of the United States aggregated $2,510,- 
000,000, of which the savings-banks held 8881, 
855,898, 

The Controller gives some interesting de- 
tails as to the proportion of actual currency 
employed by the banks in the way of cash 
transactions in the ordinary business of the 
country, These figures to sonie extent ex- 
plain how largely checks, and drafts, and 
certificates are used. The total amount of 
transactions of the New York Clearing-House 
in 1880 was $37,000,000,000, and the amount of 
cash balances paid in cash was $1,500,000,000. 
The average daily exchanges was $121,000,- 
000, and that of the balances paid in cash was 
$4,900,000, or only a fraction over 4 per cent 
of money employed in the transactions. 

The Controller some time ago issued a cir- 
cular letter to the National banks asking them 
to report the receipts and payments by them 
on the 30th of June last. One thousand nine 
hundred and sixty answers were given, and 
the total recei pis on that day were as follows:

and the paper money 4. per cent. In 
New ork City the whole receipts were $167,- 

of which 6168, 000, 000 was in checks 
and drafts. The receipta of the New York 
City banks in cheeks, ete., were 8. 7 per cent. 
This propoftion varies according to the cities 
and districts in the United States from %8.7 
per cent in New York City to 81 per cent in 
country places; the average per cent in the 
whole country being, however, %.1 per cent. 
From this it appears that only 4.9 per cent of 


all the receipts by the banks—receipts equal- 


ing $300,000,000. a day—are in the form of 
money, the other 9 per cent being paid in 
the form of checks and drafta. 

The Controller was the author, perhaps, of 
the legislation which resulted in 1873.7 in 
the demonetization of the silver dollar. The 
Controller had not then the excuse that silver 
was depreciated, and was not equal in value 
to gold, because at that time the silver dollar 
was equal to 108 in gold. The inconvenience 
of the silver, as well ds the fact that it was 
too valuable, and therefore would not cireu- 
late alo ngside of the less valuable gold coin, 
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Take away the constitutionality of the paper 
money and the preference for it over coin 
would instantly eease. But the Controller 
gives no reason why the gold coin is not in 
more general circulation, nor why its receipt 
is 80 strongly ebjected to, that is not equally 
as satisfactory in explaining why paper 
money is preferred to silver dollars, The 
paper being convertible on demand, and be- 
ing more convenient, is preferred not only to 
but also to the less cumbersome 
gold. The whole sum of coin, the silver 
as well as the gold, might be utilized 
by allowing it to be deposited in the 
Treasury and certificates therefor, re- 
cejvable for any purpose that the coin ijt- 
self may be received, issued. The best way 
to educate the public mind against any issue 
hereafter of an incenvertible paper money 
is to familiarize tham now with a paper cur- 
rency secured by an actual deposit of coin, 
dollar for dollar. Onee accustomed to that 
kind of paper money, and the greater the 
amount of it issued the better, the people 
will never tolerate any paper money having 
any other or lesser degree of value. We had 
on May 1, according to the Controller, $520,- 
000,000 of gold and $172,000,000 of silver coin, 
making a total of $692,000,000 of gold and sj!- 
ver in the country; the flow te the United 
States of an additional (perhans) 6100. 000, 000 
gold has just begun, Why perpetuate 
the “relic ot barbarism” by having 
this vast tonnage —— metallic money 
weighed out and about day 
after day when it can be ree Bt by 
certificates with the same facility that the 
banks of New York transfer $120,000,000 of 
credit daily, using only 2 per cent of money ? 
Of course, the Controller, being an original 
anti-silyer man, cannot forego his opposition 
to that form of money, though he is now 
compelled to declare that gold coin has be- 
come practically a greater nuigance as a cur- 
rency than silver has ever been or is likely 
ever to become. Let us have the certificates, 
and let them be made receivabie at the Cus- 
toin-House. Let the public be gratified with 
the paper representatives of actual coin, and 
then the United States will have a currency 
that will, so far as redeamability, and value, 
and amount are concerned, not be equaled by 
that of any other country in the world.

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—The Government au- 
thorities in the different provinces have now 
given instructions for the next general elec- 
tions to the German Parliament to eventually 
take place in the latter part of September, 
As the last Parliament has already ceased 
to exist, it is a matterof grave necessity that 
the new elections should speedily take place, 
for, in case any Important and unforeseen 
event were to happen, the German people 
would be left without any legal representa- 
The popular agitation here increases 
in proportion as the election day approaches, 
and it is even now very evident that 
Germany has not for many years been 

arena of such a fierce and Dit- 

ter struggle, The reason for this state 
of affairs lies in the fact that neither 
the Government, nor the Conservatives, nor 
indeed, any other party. has any fixed and 
settled program; thus personal attacks seem 
to be the order of the day. The papers, in- 
deed, contain long leading articles every day 
upon the election, but it is impossible to 
gather any facts therefrom : and each party 
n the State seems to have no other desire 
than to accuse all others of change of princi- 
les, The struggle is, of course, conducted 
na very violent way, and the accusations are 
made in expressions which cannot be called 
“parliamentary.” It can hardly be denied 
that the Liberal parties, and especially 
the rogressists and the Secessionists, 
have opened the campaign ins this 
ugly way, but Government organs 
also have been but too ready to fol- 
low in the footsteps of their opponents, 
and have eren outstripped them. If the 
Government had published beforehand a set- 
tled program of the policy to be followed, 
the struggle would even then be severe, but 
it would have been conducted almost en- 
tirely with regard to the advancement of 
ublic business, and without personal invect- 
ve. Such is now the situation that every 
thing which is officially and confidently 
stated by the Government organs to-day is 
no less officially and confidentiy denied by 
them to-morrow. One day the Liberals are 
attacked in the sharpest manner by the 
Chancellor, and he recommends none but 
Conservative candidates. The next day he 
takes pleasure in announcing that the 
Government has by no means any anti- 
Liberal purposes in view.

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THE BAVARIAN ELEOTION. 

A detailed return of the general elections 
held a few days ago for the Bavarian Land- 
tag shows the districtsin which the several 
parties have their chief strength. The total 
number of Deputies to be elected was 159, 
‘Lhe provinge of Upper Bavaria bas twenty- 
eight Deputies, and all returned beleng to 
the Clerical party; Lower Bavaria returns 
twenty Deputies, all Clericals ; the Palatinate 
twenty Deputies, all Liberals; the Upper 
Palatinate sixteen Deputies, of whom thir- 
teen are Clericals and three Liberals; Upper 
Franconia eighteen Deputies, of whom three 
are Clericals and fifteen Liberals: Middle 
Franconia nineteen Deputies, all Liberals: 
Lower Franconia nineteen Deputies, of 
whom thirteen are Clericals and six Liberals; 
Swabia nineteen Deputies, of whom eleven 
are Clericais and eight Liberals, This gives 
a total of eighty-eight Clericals and seventy- 
one Liberals.

STORMS AND R IN SWITZER 
LAND. 


GENEVA, Aug. 8.— The last few days have 
been marked in various parts of Switzerland 
by a series of strange fatalities,. accidents, 
and crimes. Since the earthquake of Thurs- 
day week and the storm, whereby thé dis- 
tricts devastated have incurred losses esti- 
mated at 10,000,000 francs, seven men have 
been drowned in the Lake of the Four Can- 
tons by the overturning of a boat; a peasant 
of the neighborhood has murdered his luna- 
tic brother by drowning him in the same 
lake; three German tourists haye lost their 
lives by a boat accident on Lake Constance; 
three young ladies, while bathing in the Aar, 
were swept away by the current and 
drowned; a young man has been drowned 
in the Lake of Bienne, and several deaths 
have been caused by lightning, sun- 
stroke, and the falling of trees. During the 
storm on Tuesday, a colossal statue of Hel- 
vetia, which had n erected to do honor to 
the Federal Rifle Meeting at Fribourg, was 
blown down, and two members of the p- 
tion Committee were struck by some falling 
scaffolding; one was killed, and the other 
badly hurt. On the same day the murdered 
body of a young lady, belonging to a highly 
respectable family at Berne, was found in a 
public park, called the Bremgarten, and no 
clew to the crime has yet been found. A few 
days earlier a number of criminal lunatics, 
who had been confined in a prison in Unter-

Jerome T. Carpenter, One of the Victims 
of the Recent Duel in the Choctaw

his opponent, Col. Amos Price. Mr. Car- 
penter had met the uSfortunate victim 
of the code dueillo only a week 
ago, and was shocked at the sad intelligence.

There were no arran 
ments for privacy in responding to the de- 
mands of nature, and as a result the refined 
men and women were driven to the most ter- 
rible suffering before they were compelled to 
sacrifice natural modesty to physical agony 
inflicted on them by imperial shamelesness. 
1 have seen the women huddled in a circle 
in one corner, in the night, screening in 
turn by dresses some of their number, 

more refined men distracting

who would otherwise have 

vile remarks on the awful 
scene. But you can imagine what was en- 
dured before such mortification was sub- 
mitted to by these women, many of them 
noble and refined, very many of them in 
delicate health and suffering already from 
disease contracted in prison. There are 
regular stations at which we were supposed 
to stop for rest and food, but these stations 
were far between, and when the trains were 
delayed or it was ordered to get along faster 
to make way for better-paying freight com- 
ing along in the rear than was this suffering 
mass of 2 relief stations were passed 
without a stop, halts occurring only at c oal- 
ing and watering s and twenty-four 
and even thirty-six hours went by more than 
once before we were allowed to eat, drink, 
or leave the cars. : 

THE CHAIN-GANG ON FOOT. 

„When we. were on foot the sufferings we 
endu were simply indescribable. Imagine 
what you please, you cannot overdoit. Men, 
women, and I might also say children—for 
some of the condemned were quite young 
girls—were driven along remorselesly by 
the brutal military guard. Many of us car- 
ried chains, the unruly and sometimes the 
weak and sick ones being fastened to some 
‘more docile or stronger fellows, who were 
expected to prevent them trom sulking or 
hanging back in the one case, or, in the other 
case, to drag the weak creature on when his 
or her strength gave out. I was myself 
chained in this way for 800 miles to an ugly 
brute, who dragged on my chain by day and 
often fought for the best place with me 
when we rested, from whom I was never 
free, and who sickened me by near con- 
tact to his filthy person and vermin- 
stocked clothing. It was like being chained 
to a rotting corpse. It was more horrible 
than I can tell you. Again I was given 
charge of a woman whose strength was fast 
giving out, and-who was failing to keep up 
with the gang, which was floundering 
through the snow-storm which had been 
threatening all day, and which had over- 
taken us between stations. 1 helped her up 
and almost carried her along, as painlesly as 
was possible, and did what I could to keep 
her from the blows and oatlis of the soldiers. 
She did not go much further, pee thing, but 
went down in the snow at last and staid 
there. We got callousin a measure after a 
while,—suffering and agony were such ever- 
present sights that when we had been 
months on the road it began to be, even 
among t of us, a sorry sight 
that would rouse even our more than 
passing attention. I think we were dement- 
ed part of the way, we became so stupidiy 
‘indifferent to much that went on. Chained 
to each other day and night, as many of us 
were, dragging along bitterly cold, snowy, 
iron links in our numb hands, beating our 
way along the snow-tields, for the roads 
were sometimes no better, witnessing the 
agony of the sore, bleeding creatures fast- 
ened to us, we came at last to look for his 
or her death as a blessing and a relief. No 
one but those condemned to that march can 
appreciate the force of what I say when I 
add that it is a wonder that some of these 
wretches did not fall to and murder each 
other oftener than they did. I don’t Say it 
occurred often, nor was it an open murder, 
but some terrible scenes were enacted in the 
depths of those Siberian nights at the stop- 
ping-places by the roadside. Not always 
was death the result of a fight between con- 
victs; it only required a little roughness on 
the part of his tellow-prisoner or one of our 
guard to extinguish before morning the life 
— had been gradually going out day by

HORRORS OF THE PRISON PENS. 
“There are all over Russia so-called 
*étaps,’ or prison pens, where the gangs put 
up at night on the way to Siberia. Almost 
all these gangs concentrate at Kazan, and in 
the country about Kazan ‘étaps’ are particu- 
larly numerous, and are, from here on, more 
revultingly kept than on the early part of 
the journey. ‘The étap is a large brick or 
wooden building, surrounded with high 
walls, and intended only as a sort of human 
cattle-shed for use over night, and theretore 
it is provided with no comfort or even ne- 
cessities. ‘Those étaps are seattered all over 
Russia and are as prominently seen in every 
landscape as are village schools and village 
steeples through your own New England 
States. And as in America the frequency 
vf this feature in the land is a ba 
of the education and civilization of 
the people, so the Russian étap is a 
distinguishing badge of the ever present 
Russian system of oppressing the people. 
Exteriorily they are often fine looking build- 
ings—interiorily they are the reverse. They 
are almost as death-dealing as was the famous 
Black Hole of Calcutta, and few prisoners 
could stand any long continement there. The 
étap is under an officer of ythe army, and the 
keepérs are usually unprincipled drunkards, 
soldiers serving their time for military of- 
fenses, etc. They ure a set of cold-blooded 
scoundrels who persecute the prisoners, be 
they men or women,in every conceivable 
WAY. The being driven into the yard,— 
which is little better than a hog-pen,—the 
keepers quickly search the prisoners for any 
little article of food or money that compas- 
sionate peasants passing them oun the road 
may have slip into their hands. 
are confiscated by the keepers for their own 
benefit. and then the prisoners are driven 
into the awful étap. | 
HOUSED IN THE VILE “ ETAPS.”’ 
„This interior is simply a large room, pro- 
vided with narrow boards nailed against the 
wall one above another, with no floor but the 
earth, littered with straw in the centre or one 
corner. ‘The narrow boards are to sleep on, 
the sore, and bruised, and often half- 
frozen prisoners are unable to climb more 
than to the first or second tier of bunks, and 
so the rest lie on the earth floor. The food

And so they travel on from day to day 
unless Heaven is merciful and lets them fall 
dead by the wayside ditch, or falling sick 
near some city on the road, they are trans- 
ferred to a badly-mananged hospital, where 
their troubles are soon ended ina restful 
sleep, and Imperial Russia’s power over 
is summarily ended by the grateful coming of 
a thrice-welcomed death. The gang con- 
tinues its long-suffering march, its numbers 
gradually depleted, the wretc 
of survivors at last reaches the mines. 

THE COUNTRY OF THE WRETCHED.

RESCUED. 


Those Niagara Dogs 
Rochester Democrat. 

Odd happenings, no less than the many: 
material cyriosities at and around Niagara 
Falls, usually receive the most widespread 
publicity. So was it in the case of an im- 
prisoned dog who, just as the ice went out 
of Niagara River in the spring, was left a 
prisoner on what is known as Taylor’s 
Isiand, just below Suspension Bridge. 
Everybody knows how utterly impossible it 
would be to scale the high, precipi- 
tous banks of the river on either 
side at that point. Straight down to the 
swift-flowing, seething current the banks 
descend, with the exception of a single spot 
where fallen rocks and earth have formed a 
lower shore neat the water’s edge, From 
this it has ordinarily been reported about as 
impossible for any animal to escape as if it 
were really an island surrounded on all sides 
by the rapids. Of course aman might have 
been elevated from such a spot to the top of 


the high bank by means ot a rope or other

DISPOSING OF MANURE-HEAPS. 
The question of the disposał of the manure 
which accumulates in the alleys of the city has 
for some time vexed the Health Department. 
The trouble arises from the fact that the city 
has no dumptng~grounds, either in or outside of 
the municipality. The result is that the owners 
= stables find ita very difficult matter to cart 
—, the constantly accumulating refuse, and 
ealth Commissioner experiences no little 
annoyance in the enforcement of the sanitar 
regulations touching these numerous tumuli 
that abound in nearfy ail the alleys, to the 
nuisance of the community and the detriment of 
the heaith. If the manure is taken away 
and dumped outside of the city, the owners are 
arrested and 1 „ by the town authorities, 
and if they to remain outside of their 
own premises they prosecuted by the Health 
ment. are thus between two fires. 
In the spring and fall the outlying farms utilize 
u great deal of the stuff, but they do not take 
all of it, have no use for it during the sum- 
mer season. a time when the city needs to be 
rid of it the most. With this dilema, and with 
the increasing population of * city, the ques- 
tion is assuming considerable importance, and 
something, it strikes the city authorities, must 
be done to solve it and permit a thorough clean- 
ing of all the alleys. Mayor Harrison has an 
idea that the manure can in some way be worked 
in with the fertilizers turned out by the fertil- 
izing establishments of the city, and, to that 
end, bas directed Dr. Paton, the chemist of the 
Health Department, to make a series of experi- 
ments with the two substances and report 
to dim the results. In case the experiments 
prove successful, as both the Mayor and the 
‘tor believe they will prove, ies are 
looked for to come to the front and organize a 
company to utilize the manure piles of the city, 
and créate a new commodity for the markets of 
the worid.

WAR IN THE SYNAGOG, 


A THREATENED USE OF BOILING WATER. 


There is trouble in the Anshe Russia Jewish 


congregation, and it is to have an airing in Jus- 
tice Brayton's court. The synagog of the Anshe 
Russia is not imposing in its appearance, being | 
a room on the second floor of a two-story frame 
at No. 500 South Canal street. The room is 
rented from Bernett Rubenstein, an influential 
rag-picker, who occupies the building, and the 
congregation is made up largely of Jews who 
follow the same line of business as Mr. Ruben- 
stein, They do not enivy the luxury of a rabbi, 
but are of a President and a Bible, 
and, with the aid of these, have been seeking 
spiritual comfort. The trouble had its birth 
in a very worldly and irreligious contest,—a race 
for the Presidency of the congregation. Mr. 
Rubenstein was a candidate for the office, but 
his chief opponent, a South Side citizen named 
Levy, secured the coveted honor. Mr. Ruben- 
stein could not accept defeat resignedly. He 
looked at it from a 8 worldly standpoint 
and swore he would split the congregation that 
had been so far forgetful of its trust as to vote 
against its landlord. He would evict them. 
Aud Sunday night he walked of with the Bible 
while prayers were being said. Hecould not take 
the key to the synagog, because that was held 
by H. M. Marcus, another of the congregation, 
but the removal of the Bible created breeze 
enougb in the assem for one night, the whole 
meeting being arrayed against Rubenstein, who 
was abiy assisted by his wife, particularly as the 
battle was only one of w Just what each 
ove said is not recorded, and probabiy some of 
it would not read well in the auuals ot the Anshe 
Russia. But the Rubensteins said that there 
should be no more worshiping in that synagog, 
anc that the first one of the outsiders who at- 
tempted to get in after that night should be sub- 
jected to a deluge of scalding water and divers 
other ineonveniences. Mr. Marcus, fearing that 
the congregation would be frightened away by 
Sunday's unpleasantness, yesterday swore out a 
warrant before Justice Brayton charging — 
Rubensteins with making threats. They 

not yet been arrested.

A WEAK TUNNEL. 
DISCUSSING THE CONDITION OF THE WASHING- 
TON STREET BORE. 

Mayor Harrison, Commissioner Waller. and 
City- Engineer Creger held a conference yester- 
day morning in regard to the condition of the 
Washington street tunnel, and discussed the 
best method to put it iu a proper condition for 
public use. Itshould be understood that there 
isa desire upon the part ot both the Mavor and 
Mr. Waller to sell the tunnel to the West Di- 
vision Railway Company, so that it can run its 
cars terough them, and obviate this constant 
delay of passengers at the bridges. Col. G. How- 
ard Ellers, the Engineer and Superintendent of 
the Sewer Dcpartment, has made an examination 
as to the safety of the tunnel, and he made a 
verbal report to Mr. Waller, which agrees sub- 
stantially with the statement heretofore pub- 
lished in Tue Tripung. Col. Ellers says that 
the walls have receded about three inches, but 
that the tunnel is yet absolutely safe for an in- 
detinit period to come, and is likely to last for 
several centuries. He says that theonly trouble 
is that it leaks a little. Mr. Macadam, who is 
posted, having aided ju the construction of the 
tunnels, says that the whole@oubie dates back 
to the time when the cofferdams were sunk; 
connecting the bulkbeads the asphalt was 
crecked on top, which allows the water to drip 
through. Th tunnel, in his opinion, will last 
for 500 years.

FAIRFIELD, Ia., Aug. 16.—The following 
condensations are made from the August 
crop-report prepared by John R. Schaffer, 
Secretary of the lowa State Agricultural 
Society: 

Winter wheat—The average yield per acre 
is eight bushels, reported from fifty-seven 
counties, representing 144 townships. Spine 
wheat—The average yield per acre is a 
fraction over eight bushels, reported from 
ninety-seven counties, representing 409 town- 
ships. We believe when it comes to making 
the last estimate of the wheat crop it will 
not as an average for the State exceed six 
bushels per acre. With the discouraging 
outlook before thrashing commenced, it is 
still more so in many instances where the 
thrashing has been done. Winter barley— 
Only eleven counties report the yield, 
which places the average at 11 bushels per 
acre. Spring barley—7¥ counties, represent- 
ing 240 townships, place the average yield 
per acre at 20 bushels. Winter rye—% 
counties, representing 378 townships, give 
the average yield per acre at 15*¢ bushels. 
Spring rye—40 counties reporting place the 
average yield at 15 bushels per acre. Corn— 
742 townships in 9S counties give the average 
condition of the crop at 16 per cent, a de- 
crease of 1 per cent since the July report. 
Oats—97 counties, represented by 550 town- 
Ships, place the average yield at 
36 bushels per acre; in some in- 
stances they are reported light in 
weight seven pounds per bushel from the 
standard weight. Flax—Elighty-seven coun- 
tles, representing 488 townships, give the 


average condition at 84 per cent, a decreased 


prospect for the crop of 15 per cent since last 
report. Broom-corn—Fifty-eight counties, 
representing 128 townships, give the aver- 
age condition at 77 per cent, an increase of 3 
per cent in prospect. Sorghum (amber 
cane) — 543 townships, in ninety-four coun 
ties, place the average condition at 79 per 
cent, a decrease of 2 per cent since last re- 
port. Buckwheat—4l4 townships, reporting 
from ninety-two counties, place the average 
condition at 121 per cent, or 21 per centabove 
asis. of estimation.

The returns on Aug. 1 give the condition 
of spring wheat at 81, against 88 last year and 
81 in 1879 at the same time. Compared with 
the crop last year there is reported a heavy 
decrease in the States of Iowa and IIlinois; 
a slight decrease in Minnesota, Nebraska, 
and California; while in Wisconsin and all 
New England States there is an increase. 
Reports from Dakota indicate a fair crop, 
with a large increase in acreage. 

The condition of tobacco at the date of the 
returns to the Department was somewhat 
lower than at this time last year. In the 
North and Middle Atlantic States the crop 
was reported as better than last year. In 
Kentucky, Teniessee, and Missouri it was 
suffering from drought. In Wisconsin it is 
reported betterthan last year. 

‘The general condition of corn, Aug. 1 is 
77,—a very considerable decline since last 
month, when it stood at 90. In August, 1580, 
the condition was . which, however, was 
exceptionally high. The Atlantic Coast 
States make a showing somewhat  bet- 
ter than the general average except 
in South Carolina, where the excessive 
drought has cut down the figures to 41. 
Louisiana and ‘Texas are the next lowest-of 
the coast States, from the same canse, re- 
porting 67 and 46 respectively. Tennessee is 
the lowest of the interior States, Its average 
falling to G. In the great corn- growing re- 
gion the highest reports are Win WI isconsin 


and 92 in Nebraska, and the lowest 74, in 


Kansas.

How She Saved a Train from Destruc- 
tion. 


ler Perilous Trip Across a Raging Tor- 
rent Described. 


Suecial Dünsten %o The Chicago Tridwne. 
Boonr, [a., Aug. 16.—The Democrat of 
this place will publish to-morrow the first 
complete and connected account of the now 
almost world-wide story of Miss Kate Shel- 
ley’s daring mission of mercy during the 
storm of Wednesday night, July 6. . 
A fair idea of the extent of the washouts 
and damage to culverts and bridges by this 
storm can be formed from the fact that, had 
not the subsequent rains taken place, which 
increased the damage of Wednesday night, a 
week’s labor with the largest repairing corps 
possible to be used would have been barely 
sufficient to place the road in a cundition for 
the renewal of business. Honey Creek, from 
Boone to Moingona, is a rapid and treacher- 
ous stream fed by many others of smaller 
size, all of which contribute to swell the 
usually unpretentious creek to the volume 
ota mighty river, the force of which was a 
severe test upon the strength of any struct- 
ure opposing its course. Of the twenty-one 
bridges between Boone and Moingona, 
southwest a distance of five miles, eleven 
were destroved or badly damaged, those 
with stone abutmenis alone resisting the 
flood. 
THE TWO ACCIDENTS. 
Two accidents made Moingona the scene 
of excRement and sorrow during the hight. 
At this place pushers are stationed to help 
trains over the steep grades east and west, 
and also watchmen are employed for the 
east and west sections, whose duty it is to 
examine the road after the passage of all 
trains and ascertain if the track is all safe. 
This precaution has always been provided by 
the Company as a means of guarding against 
accidents on what would otherwise beat all 
times a very dangerous section of the road. 
Just before the storm broke the pusher, en- 
gine No. 230, had returned from helping a 
train over the hill to Boone. During the 
evening railroad employés, with: lanterns in 
hand, were gathered at the depot anxiously 
discussing the alarming situation, and won- 
dering what would be the orders, if any. 
It was in obedience to the order requiring 


section men to carefully examine the track_ 
after a storm, and the following further order 


received from the train-dispatcher at Boone, 
that men went out to learn the extent of the 
damage: 

Wvod, Motngona.: Run to Boone and return to 
Moingona regurdiess of all trains. 

W. P. Warp. 

Engineer Charles Schram, with engine 230, 
started west with his party of men, among 
them O’Neal, who lost his life by stepping 
upon the loosened tie of a bridge, and fall- 
ing into the water below. At the same time 
Ed Wood, with the pusher engine No. 11, 


started east, having with him George Olm- 
stead, fireman; Adam Ager, brakeman; and 
Pat Donahue, east section boss. Olmstead 
and Donahue being the two men who lost 
their lies at the broken bridge hereafter 
mentioned. Of the accident which occurred, 
Ed Wood says: 

These men were sitting down on the tei 
der, and Donahue was signaling to me both 
with his voice and lantern. We had passed 
over the Des Moines Kiver bridge near town 
in safety, and when reaching Honey Creek, 
about one mile from the depot, I was back- 
ing slowly and suggested an examination. 
Donahue signaled all right, go on, the track 
is here, and the timbers all in place.“ We 
to the bridge, as 
it now turns out, much more than 
twelve feet when 1 heard the 
timbers begin to crack, but, in the darkness, 
with the headlight behind instead of before 
me, I could not tell just what part of the 
bridge I had reached; . 1 was near 
the centre of the stream, and might possibly 
make the east bank, I then sprang from the 
end of the tender, where | was standing, into 
the cab, and threw on a full head of steam. 
The weak place proved to be in the centre of 
the bridge, directly over the main current, 
which we had not yet reached. To this 
point the engine leaped in a second, and 
down we went with 

AN AWFUL CRASH 

into, twenty-five feet of surging water. I 
could not see the other men. I was in the 
cab when the engine struck the water, but 
how I got out 1 can’t tell; think the cab was 
torn loose by the force of the current. I 
knew I could not swim, and my first thought 
was to guard against filling my lungs with 
water. This I succeeded in doing. The first 
thing [ came in contact with 1 think was the 
tank, and my hold must have been on the 
round roll around the top. It was, surging 
and tunidling, and finally threw me loose. 
l was then washed down stream and when 
three feet under water struck drift-wood. 
Ilere the water was about twelve feet 
deep under the drift, but 1 managed to hold 
on. 1 don’t think I could have done so had it 
not been that just then a large tree came 
— 1 down the stream, roots foremost, 
caught fast, probably against the tank, and 
veered around in such a way as to break the 
force of the current sweeping against me. 
The water went down very fast, and in about 
half an hour was not more than up to my 
waist, but was still very deep between me 
and either shore. Next I noticed the waves 
rolling down towards me four or five feet 
high, and [| felt sure that the Boone Reser- 
voir had bursted, and that it was all over 
with me then. The sight was grand and ter- 
rible, but it was alloverin a moment, The 
waves swept over ine, and the waters again 
went down quickly, leaving me clinging to 
the branches of a willow tree. As the stream 
kept going down | was finally safe on a sand- 
bank, but surrounded by water.“ 

Of his rescue Wood says his first ray of 
hope was when, soon after the crash and he 
had called for help, he saw the light of Kate 
Shelley’s lantern gleaming in the dark 
woods. Next he saw the brave girl peering 
down from the broken timbers of the bridge 
into the rushing flood below, and calling to 
know who was there. He called ber further 
down stream, and after a moment of hurried 
conversation she started on her peilous mis- 
sion of mercy to Moingona. 

Adam Ager, who was also in the water, 
clinging for life to the root of a tree, in his 
experience, as published in our former re- 
pert, spoke to the reporter of Kate Shelley’s 
welcome appearance at the wreck, and said 
that while she was gone to Moingona himself 

Wood managed to make their voices 
head one to the other. 
KATE SHELLEY'S HEROISM. 

The wreck at the bridge, where men were 
struggling for their lives in the water, and 
the further fact that the hour for the ap- 
proach of the regular passenger-train was so 
near that another dreadful! calamity might 
be added to the already mournful disaster, 
are now Sufliciently understood by the 
reader. We therefore omit all other portions 
of the former article, giving in conclusion 
simply that which made record of the noble 
and daring work of Kate Shelley during a 
night when wrath of an appalling tem- 
pest, before which even brave men shud- 
dered, was upon the land. 

Miss Kate Sheliey is, perhaps, 18 years of 
age, comely and neat in appearance, modest 

unassuming in demeanor, with an intel- 
ligent, thoughtful countenance and womanly 
expression 1 indicating that very early 
in years life’s real battle, and not its rosy 
dreams, came upon her, and that in bravely 
accepting the hard struggle she liad uncon- 
sciousiy fitted herself to become the heroine 
in the story which the Democrat gives with- 
out exaggeration. For fitteen years her home 
has been in a small house in the woods on 
the hill southeast from tne scene of the acci- 
dent, and commanding from its somewhat 
lohely position a full view of the fatal bridge. 
For six years, and until his death three years 
azo, her father, old in railroad'service. was 
the faithful and intrepid night-watchinan on 
this dangerous section of the road, losing his 
health by exposure in the discharge of his 
duty, and finally, while out at his nostin the 
night du terrible storm, so aggravated 
his disease death from consumption was 
rapidly hastened, and to this came to Kate the 
added sorrow of having her brother drowned 
in the stream nearby. Since that time 
superintendence of the work upon the little 
“ clearing” has fallen to her, and neighbors 
say she has not falled in being a faithful sup-

at a final parting, she started out 


ALONE IN THE AWFUL TEMPEST. 
From the house the Democrat reporter fol- 
lowed the route taken by the intrepid gir! to 
the bridge. This was Saturday, and the 
ground was yet water-suaked. and the way 
difticult, but nothing in comparison with 
what it must have been when dense mid- 
night clothed the woods in darkness, and a 
rushing food swept down the hillsides and 
through the gulleys, weight the thick un- 
derbrush low to the ground. The route was 
necessarily nearly a mile in length, leading 
in places close to the swollen stream, through 
marshes, and once into a swiftly-running 
slough out of which the girl says she came 
thoroughly soaked, but managed to save her 
light..

Ed Woods says he was 
well nigh overjoyed when he saw the light 
approaching the clearing near the end of the 
bridge, and that he will never forget the siglit 
of Kate Shelley making her way out over the 
twisted and broken work to the last tie 
— hanging over the wreck iu the 
iling flood below, and calling down to 
know who was were. He summoned 
her further down the stream, and after a mo- 
ment of consultation she left, assuring him 
she would bring help from Moingona. Be- 
fore her yet lay her mest hazardous journey, 
to undertake which reyuired the cool, calcu- 
lat bravery of a heart not insensible to 
fear, but inspired by that sublime determi- 
nation which risks danger when duty calls. 
Following the track, she made her way to 
the long, high bridge over the Des Moines 
River. This Was already sweeping far be- 
yond its banks, and floating débris battered 
against the trestles and piers. Along the 
high approaches of open timber work, and 
over the body of the river, thirty feet above 
its roaring current, she must make her way, 
stoops rom tie to tie. A single misstep 
would be fatal, and, to add to the horror of her 
terrible venture, just as she reached the 2 
her flickering light went out, leaving her in 
total darkness. Providence must have 
guided the footsteps of the intrepid girl, for 
she made her way over in safety. She in- 
formed a reporter that one she feared a 
monstrous tree floating down the river might 
move the bridge, and halted for a moment, 
‘and that the lightning flashes were all the 
time blinding, 1 the darkness more in- 
tense, also that the wind and rain made her 
shiver with cold. Hav crossed the 
bridge, she soon followed track along 
the embankment to the depot. The — 

of the passenger-truin rushing into 
awn vortex was now compassed, and 
Kate Shelley’s horrible tidings had been 
added to the sad news of O’ Neal’s death. 
A RESCUING PARTY 


was quickiy gathered, and started on Engine 
230 to the wreck, taking the heroine of the 
night with them in the cab. At the wreck it 
became necessary to reach the opposit shore. 
low to get there none of the willing men 
knew, but in a moment Kate was at their 
head, piloting them through the darkness by 
a slippery pathway through dense under- 
brush close to the edge of the sloping cliff 
overhanging the swollen stream. his took 
them around the letter S described by its cur- 
rent, and down through the oats patch near 
her home to another bridge, crossing which 
the way to the end o wreck opposit 
Moingona was easy, and the work of rescu- 
ing Wood and Ager was at once begun. 

And the hour and a halt passed must have 
been of thrilling suspense to all, but right 
nobly had Kate Shelley done her work. For 
the purpose of saving imperiled lives she has 
made for herself a record of sublime daring 
which iu an era less selfish than the present 
would promptly meet with that substantial 
recognition which gratitude bestows upon 
the worthy, and win for her name a wreath 
beautiful and fadeless as the immortelles 
with which history entwines the memory of 
Grace Darling.

To the iiditor of The Chicago Tribune.

These places do not 
tempt the pure youth of our State, while it is 
true they do in a measure meet the wants of the 
drunkard.

SOUTHWESTERN KANSAS. 


An immense Corn Crop This Year, and 
General Prosperity tur the Farmers. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Wicuita, Kas., Aug. 13.—{ have resided 
in this State for upwards of fourteen years— 
have hunted Indians as well as buffalo over 
what is now one of the richest farming sec- 
tions of Kansas. Twelve years ago last fall 
I camped with a regiment of volunteers 
within a stone’s throw of the present site of 
Wichita. The village then consisted of a 
trading-post and half a dozen log houses. 
It now has a population of nearly 6,000, be- 
ing the largest town between ‘Topeka and 
the mountains. As a shipping point for 
wheat, corn, hogs, poultry, eggs, and butter 
it has no rival in the State. The country 
tributary to it is all that could be desired for 
agricultural pyrposes. This (Sedgwick) 
county has over 50 per cent bottom land. 
The uplands are generally rolling, with 
neither timber or stone. ‘Three rivers 
course. through the county, the 

‘reat Arkansas beimg the principal. 

he total area in winter wheat 
in Sedgwick County this season was 104,00 
acres. Of this a small portion was plowed up 
in the spring. When ready tocut a much larg- 
er portion was damaged by hail. When the 
— ＋ in the milk wos had about two 
weeks of hot, dry weather which played 
havoc with the bright hopes of many farm- 
ers. On the 3istof May the average yield 
was estimated at seventeen bushels per acre, 
About all the farmers who can procure the 
use of a thrasher are now at work, and 
average yield, as near as I can learn, is 
twelve bushels. In some instances it runs 
from twenty to thirty-six bushels, but they 
are rare. Most of the wheat was cut with 
headers, which is more difficult to stack so 
as to turn water than the old method. About 
the 20th of June k commenced to rain; it not 
only rained, but it poured, and up the ist 
of August more rain fel) throughout this 
country than in the preceding three years. 
The consequence is that much of the wheat is 
coming to market wet and damaged, 
grades as rejected; the price it is br ; 
noth withstand its conditi is highly 
gratif to the farmers, being from 75 to 90 
cents per bushel. But the corn-crop of this 
county, and I might say of every organized 
county in the Arkansas Valley, almost 
surpasses belief. Sedgwi 
106,000 acres in corn. 
is now in k, and 
the latest planted is safe from frost or 
drought. I have taken especial pains to get 
a correct estimate of the average yield. I 
have found no one who places his yield at 
less than forty bushels per acre,—the great 
—— claim fifty-five, and many run up to 
— and seventy-five. It is safe to place the 
total yield of this, 2 at 5,000, bush 
els, and that of five other counties of this 
bo ars at 15,000,000 bushels additional, all 
of high grade. In hogs, this county is 
making rapid strides to a posjtion at 
the front: about 40,000 head 
the hands of farmers. 
at all commensurate with the immense 
corn crop, and hogs for feeding are in 
active demand. Just now, aside from wheat, 
the most important traffic is in peaches. The 
— - of this county, like the corn crop, 

s simply immense. One farmer, who has a 
little orchard of 160 acres in fruit trees of 
different varieties, estimates his yield of 
peaches at 30,000 bushels; others have 
from fifty to 5,000 bushels. Contracts 
are being made with Eastern parties at 50 
cents per bushel. The buik of them, along 
with poultry, eggs. and butter are shipped to 
the mining towns of Colorado and New Mex- 
ico. Two express companies here have all 
they can handle of this trafic. 

In conclusion, permit me to say South- 
western Kansas is booming, and I challenge 
any part of the United States to produce its 
equal in the way of farm products for the 
disastrous year of 1881. M. STEWART. 


IOWA MATTERS. 


Short Crops the BRule—Railroad and 
Manufacturing Interests—The Poiiti- 
cal Situation. 

Special Correapondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Motnes, Ia., Aug. 15.—The unprece- 
dented hot weather of the past few weeks 
and the abscene of rain have had a rather 
disastrous effect on growing crops. It is 
safe to estimate that the corn prospect has 
been reduced at least 15 per cent from the 
estimate of two weeks ago. Owing to the 
increased acreage in Lowa and higher prices, 
farmers will probably receive as much from 
the corn crop as last year, though the yield 
per acre will not greatly, if any, exceed two- 
thirds of last year’s Bowery ‘The potato crop 
will also be short. Wheat that is now being 
thrashed falls short of estimates, and in 
many cases will barely pay the expenses of 
harvesting and thrashing. 

Emigration is pouring into Des Moines ata 
rate never before known in its history. It 
may also be added that Northwestern Lowa, 
which has hergtofore been comparatively 
undeveloped, has lately received an impetus, 
and is building railroads and otherwise de- 
veloping her resources at a rapid rate. With 
the 1,000 miles of new railroads that are be- 
ing builtin lowa the present season, the 
thousands of dollars investe in new manu- 
factures, and the hundreds of thousands of 
acres of land being broken, surely the year 
1881 will mark one of the most prosperous 
eras our State has ever known.
